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A STASH OF 
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Burglar’s hoard 
discovered after 
police trace laptop 


A prolific burglar who had a 
terrifying stash of weapons 
was captured through cy¬ 
berspace after he started delet¬ 
ing files on laptop stolen from 
Kingston. 

Ousama Rhanmia was jailed 
for four-and-a-half years after 
being found with thousands of 
pounds worth of stolen proper¬ 
ty from burglaries committed 
across London, including 
Kingston. 

Rhanmia, 25, from Balham, 
was also sentenced at Kingston 
Crown Court for possession of 
46 CS gas canisters, a sawn-off 
shotgun and 23 rounds of 
ammunition. 

The deadly weapons were 
found in January after police 
raided Rhanmia’s home in Bed¬ 
ford Hill after a lengthy investi¬ 
gation prompted by a burglary 
in Kingston. 

A year earlier, on January 26, 
2012, a desktop computer, lap¬ 
tops and an iPhone were stolen 
from a house in Elm Road, 
Kingston. 

A week later Detective Con¬ 
stable Nicola Stopps from 
Kingston police received infor¬ 
mation from the victim, who 
was sent an email from a friend 
in California who wanted to 
know why he was deleting files 
from a shared folder on the in¬ 
ternet (Dropbox).

The victim told police the bur¬ 
glar must be the one deleting 
the files - and the electronic 
trail eventually led police to 
Rhanmia’s flat in Balham. 

On January 8 Kingston police 
arrested Rhanmia at his home 
where they uncovered the shot¬ 
gun, cartridges, the gas canis¬ 
ters and a silencer. 

Property was also recovered 
from a number of other bur¬ 
glaries committed across 
London. 

Detective Sergeant Tony 
Skinner, from Kingston police, 
said: “This was a protracted in¬ 
vestigation, which uncovered 
thousands of pounds worth of 
stolen property from burglaries 
committed across London, not 
to mention deadly weapons. 

“It has taken 18 months of 
hard work to get this result and 
thanks must go to D Con Stopps 
who oversaw the case from the 
beginning. 

“Her diligence paid off result¬ 
ing in Rhanmia’s conviction.” 

Rhanmia pleaded guilty to 
handling stolen goods but 
pleaded not guilty on the 
firearms offences. 

He was found guilty of the 
firearms offences and sen¬ 
tenced on November 20.

Missing dad is found 
dead in garden shed

Friends have paid tribute to a fa- 
ther-of-three found dead in a New 
Malden shed. 

A rusty bicycle in an overgrown 
part of the garden led police to 
the grim find in Sandal Road, op¬ 
posite Holy Cross School, on the 
afternoon of Wednesday, Novem¬ 
ber 13. 

Missing Claygate man, 42-year- 
old Danny Tollworthy, was last 
seen in Hinchley Wood on Octo¬ 
ber 16. 

The cause of his death is un¬ 
known although friends said he 
had a drink-related medical 
condition. 

A friend of 10 years, who de¬ 
clined to give her name, said: “He 
was actually a lovely bloke. Ev¬ 
eryone knew him as ‘pushbike 
Danny’. He was well-known by ev¬ 
eryone and everyone liked him. 
He was the most helpful person. I 
still have the pushbike he built for 
me. 

“I am very sad. He was a sensi¬ 
ble person. He had his head 
screwed on. He was intelligent. 
There is no way he would end up 
on his own in a shed. 

“Why would he be alone in a 
shed in New Malden when he had 
a two-bedroom house in Clay- 
gate? I am gutted. 

“I went for a drink with him 
about six months ago in Walton - 
he had lemonade. He would not

touch drink. His heart was always 
in the right place.” 

The homeowner, who asked not 
to be named, said: “From what 
she [the police officer] said a bike 
was found leaning against my 
property. 

“The bike was there for some 
time and getting rusty. 

“I can’t see the end of my gar¬ 
den. I would never go round that 
way. He was in my old shed. I feel 
so sorry someone should come to 
an end in that way. 

“I don’t know what he died of, 
but there was evidence of drug 
use and more than one person 
using the shed. 

“I have been sick all that time 
resting and looking out my gar¬ 
den and never knew what was 


there. I have not been down there 
for eight years.” 

Surrey Police originally issued 
an appeal to find Mr Tollworthy, 
also known as Darren Deacon, on 
October 23. 

A friend of Mr Tollworthy, who 
asked not to be named, said: “He 
was on the drugs for quite a while, 
heroin, crack, whatever he could 
get hold of. From about 10 years 
ago he sorted out his life.” 

But he said Mr Tollworthy, who 
lived in Coverts Road, Claygate, 
had recently been dragged back 
into drug-taking and may have 
gone to New Malden looking for a 
hit. 

The friend said Mr Tollworthy 
had a condition where his body 
would shut down if he drank too 
much. 

He said: “If he drank three cans 
of cider his body would have shut 
down. If he had been drinking 
and trying to stay warm his body 
could have shut down. 

“It could have been drink or 
drugs or somebody could have 
killed him. 

“I can’t see why he should have 
been over there. He could have 
scored closer to home. 

“When he was back on his feet 
he was a respectable person. 
When he turned to drugs that’s 
when people were like ‘no’.”

Warsame ‘manslaughter’ denied 


A graphic designer has denied 
killing a man found dying on a 
train. 

Rhys Stacey Parchment, 24, of 
New Barns Avenue, Mitcham, 
appeared at the Old Bailey on 
Wednesday charged with 
manslaughter following the 
death of Warsame Warsame in 
hospital on March 4. 

He is accused of killing Mr 


Warsame, of Norbiton, by 
punching him twice in the head 
during a fight on board a train 
travelling between Raynes 
Park and Wimbledon two days 
before. 

Mr Warsame, who had pre-ex¬ 
isting injuries from an assault 
in a Kingston nightclub years 
before, was found unconscious 
hours later on a different train 


travelling from Wimbledon to 
Raynes Park. He died in hospi¬ 
tal two days later, despite emer¬ 
gency surgery. 

Tests later revealed he died of 
an inoperable bleed on the 
brain. 

Mr Stacey Parchment, who 
was granted bail, will appear at 
the Old Bailey for a trial on 
May 6 next year.

Don’t make the wrong move 

It pays to use the professionals ‘CutvAT on repairs' 



A warning is being made to 
householders thinking of 
trying to cut costs by moving 
their possessions themselves 
that many insurance policies 
will only cover the items if 
they are packed and 
transported by professionals. 

The warning comes from 
Gocompare.com, the price 
comparison website. It 
compared over 300 home 
contents insurance policies 
and found that while most (80 
per cent) provide cover for 
belongings during house 
removals as standard, and 10 
per cent offer it as an optional 
extra, this typically only 
applies if they are 
undertaken by a professional 
furniture remover. 

Breakables such as 
glassware and china are 
generally only insured if they 
have been professionally 
packed. The comparison 
revealed that: 

■ One in 10 policies only 
cover contents during house 
moves as an option with 
accidental damage cover 

■ 10 per cent of policies 
don’t provide any cover for

■ Valuables including 
money, jewellery, watches, 
deeds and other documents 
are usually excluded from 
cover for home moves 

■ Cover for contents held in 
storage during a house move 
is restricted, with some 
providers specifying a certain 
number of days to no cover at 
all. 

Mark Greening, head of 
home insurance at 
Gocompare.com, commented: 
“Home removal is an area 
people look to make savings 
by either opting for a 
complete DIY move, or 
arranging transportation 
through a professional firm 
but under-taking the packing 
themselves. But it’s not 
uncommon for heavy pieces 
of furniture or fragile items 
to be damaged during a move, 
so DIY options could turn out 
costly if your belongings 
aren’t insured. 

“Whatever approach you 


decide on, you will need to 
contact your home contents 
insurer to let them know of 
your plans. They will be able 
to let you know what cover, if 
any, is provided for your 
possessions while they are 
being moved and point out 
any limits or restrictions. 

“To maintain your contents 


insurance at your new home, 
your insurer will also need to 
know your new address. 
Contents premiums are based 
on the postcode and type of 
property you live in, as well 
as the value of your 
belongings, so your insurer 
will want to recalculate your 
premium.” 


A call has been made for 
Chancellor George 
Osborne to cut VAT on 
home improvements to 
encourage more 
householders to make 
energy-saving renovations 
to their homes. 

The Federation of 
Master Builders (FMB) 
says the Chancellor 
should make the cut to 
VAT his top priority in 
next Thursday’s Autumn 
Statement. 

Brian Berry, chief 
executive of the FMB, 
said: “The Chancellor 
must view the UK’s homes 
as an infrastructure 
investment priority if he 
wants to fulfil his 
responsibilities by 
boosting growth and 
protecting families from 
rampant increases in the 
cost of energy. 

“Unlike big rail or 
aviation projects, 
domestic repair and 
improvement projects can 
start right away, so the 
positive impact on the 
economy would be felt 


immediately.” 

Mr Berry added: “The 
Chancellor must act 
quickly and decisively to 
cut VAT on all domestic 
building work to five per 
cent, which will 
encourage more 
householders to have 
energy-saving measures 
installed and give families 
new armour in the fight 
against ever-increasing 
energy bills. 

“It just doesn't make 
sense that the full rate of 
VAT is charged on work to 
make the average British 
home warmer and 
cheaper to run. Just 
under half of EU member 
states currently offer a 
discounted rate of VAT on 
this type of work, so why 
is the UK also not taking 
advantage of the 
opportunity to incentivise 
the market in this way?” 

He added: “We also call 
on the Chancellor to look 
at ways of funding a mass 
programme of energy- 
efficiency improvement 
work.”

Not many people in England 
can say they have football 
World Cup winners medal on 
their mantlepiece, but now a 
Kingston schoolboy can, 
writes Stuart Amos.

“There were a lot of great 
players there so it was hard. 

“I only played one game, but 
I think I would have played 
more if I wasn’t so young.
